Prof. Trueblood and which it is said 
is the secret for the wonderful suc­ 
cess of the University of Michigan in 
winning 
intercollegiate 
debate 
and 
oratorical contests. 
Michigan seldom

night by George W . Bunge, republican candidate for m ayor who addressed

“Strangers coming to the city and

police station at Braga. a large suburb 
of Warsaw, on the other side of the 
Vistula, and threw a bomb into the 
Assembly room of the station, wounding 
fix persons, two of them dangerous­ 


ly. The man started to run away, but 
was caught by the captain of the sta­ 
tion. 
He was found to be a Jew. but 
his identity Las not yet been discov­ 
ered.

A telephone message was Immediate­ 
ly sent to Baron von Nolken at the 
city hall, informing him of the out­ 
rage. Baron von Nolken, accompanied 
by a police official, took a carriage 
and started 
immediately for Braga. 
When passing the castle where

governor general resides a man stand­ 
ing on the pavement threw a bomb at 
the carriage. Baron von Nolken. who 
was sitting on the side nearest the as­ 
sailant received the full charge of the 
bomb. while his companion escaped un­ 
hurt. The coachman was thrown from 
the box and the carriage was smashed. 
Baron von Nolken was removed to the 
city hall, and doctors were summoned 


who found lie had received Injuries on 
the head, ne< k, arm and leg which are 
believed to be serious.

Baron von Xolken’s injuries a r e seri­ 
ous. but it is thought that he will re­ 
cover.

“This may be the acid which the 
girl used,” said Mr. Meyer. “Poisons 
with a suicidal intent generally buy 
I the acid from a strange druggist and 
give a wrong name and address. The 
l ’ichas were nut custom ers of mine, 
so I am unable to say positively that 
the poison was purchased here.” 
She Often Threatened Suicide. 
“My sister had oftentim es threaten­ 
ed to commit suicide,” said Em m a 
Picha, with whom Christina had quar­ 
reled. 
“She said that she had 
poison 
in 
the house and would take it. 
None 
of us 'believed that she would. 
W e 
discredited the story she told about 
having poison, and the fact that it was 
kept in the house was without the 
knowledge of my m other and father. 
“She was quick tem pered and often 
in a little quarrel would dash away 
angry and say she would 
take 
her 
life. 
Today few words were spoken 
when she ran upstairs and then came 
back and told of what she had done.
